On the station giounds 
the average yield for the past ieght 
years ha? been 40.0 bushels per acre 
while the average yield of other va­ 
rieties has been found to be about 19 
bushels. 
The grain of this new* variety is 
very plump and meaty and much 
larger than the common \arietios. 
The stalks ar-* stiff and tail and 
stand up well. A few bushels of this 
ryp were distributed about the state 
last year in order that the yields 
might he compared under the condi­ 
tions with the common varieties. It 
was found that the Minnesota No. 2 
axeraged 
27.7 bushels 
per 
acre 
while the other varieties under sim­ 
ilar conditions averaged but 17.7 
bushels ,.er acre.
